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PREFACE 


The object of this handbook is to provide in convenient form information 


of the Health Services which are available to the residents of the County of Surrey. 


The National Health Service Act, 1946, which came into force on July 5th, 
1948, involved a very considerable reorganisation of practically ali the pre- 
existing Health Services. It is obviously desirable that a publication giving in- 
formation of the new services should be made available and it is felt that these 
services have now taken sufficient form to justify the issue of this Handbook. It 
will be appreciated, however, that further changes are to be expected and there is no 
doubt that revision and amplification of the Handbook will be required from 
time to time. It is hoped that the information contained in the following pages 
will be of value both to those who are working in different branches of the Health 


Services and also to the general public.

The Bodies Providing Health Services 


The responsibility for providing the general public in the County of Surrey with health 
services rests in each area of the County on four separate bodies :— 


(1) The South West Metropolitan Regional Hospital Board provides the Hospital and 
Specialist services for a large area of London and of Southern England, south and west 
of London, which includes the whole of the County of Surrey. 


(2) The Surrey Executive Council provides in the County general medical and dental services, 
pharmaceutical services and supplementary ophthalmic services. 


(3) The Surrey County Council, acting as Local Health Authority for the County, provides 
Health Services directed to 


(a) the prevention of illness and promotion of health (Care of Mothers and Young 
Children, Midwifery, Health Visiting, Immunisation and Vaccination, Prevention 
of Illness, Care and After Care of the Sick). The County Council in its capacity 
as Local Education Authority is also responsible for the School Health Service. 


(5) The care of persons suffering from certain long standing or permanent illnesses or 
defects (Tuberculosis, Mental Disease and Mental Deficiency). This duty is 
supplemented by the power under the National Assistance Act to provide for the 
welfare of the blind, the deaf or dumb and other persons substantially and per- 
manently handicapped by illness, injury or congenital deformity. 


(c) The supplying of medical auxiliary services (Ambulance Service, Home Nursing 
and Home Helps). 


(4) The County District Councils—of whom there are thirty-three in the County—acting 
as Local Sanitary Authorities, are responsible for housing and environmental hygiene.

This body is responsible to the Minister of Health for administering in its area all the hospitals 
(including out-patient departments), which were transferred to the Minister on the 5th July, 
1948 : and for providing a service of consultants over the same area. 


To carry out the local administration, Hospital Management Committees are appointed for 
groups of hospitals. There are twenty-five such Committees in the County of Surrey.

The Executive Council is the body responsible for entering into contracts with general medical 
and dental practitioners to provide general medical and dental services to the community : 
to provide by contract, pharmaceutical services: and to provide supplementary ophthalmic 
services. 
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3. THE SURREY COUNTY COUNCIL 


(a) Prevention of Disease 


The County Council as Local Health Authority is the body responsible for sevens 
disease in the community and for promoting its health. The prerses which the County 
Council makes under this head falls into three main categories :— 


(i) Prevention of infectious disease. This includes provision of such long standing as 
anti-smallpox vaccination and as recent as B.C.G. vaccination against Tuberculosis. 
The most widely used measure in this group is immunisation against diphtheria. 


(ii) Priority care of special groups. Certain special groups of the community are by 
reason of age or circumstances‘more liable to disease than the rest of the community 
and/or particularly in need of skilled attention, both to preserve health and to ensure 
a high survival rate (expectant mothers, women after childbirth, young children, children 
deprived for a part of the day of the care and attention of their mother and who have, 
in consequence, to be accommodated in a day nursery or with child-minders, and so 
on). The County Council is required to make special provision for supervising and 
maintaining the health of these groups, over and above that made under other sections 
of the Health Service. An additional group for whom special provision is made are 
the school children. 


(iii) Prevention of disease and maintenance of health. The County Council has also the 
power, and to such extent as the Minister may direct, the duty to make arrangements 
for the prevention of illness in general. This is a new provision and so far the Minister 
has given directions under this section only in respect of tuberculosis, but he suggests 
that Local Health: Authorities should consider the desirability also of making 
arrangements with regard to any other kind of illness. 


With the increasing realisation of the influence of the social circumstances of a community 
and of the habits of life and human contacts of the individuals composing it on its general state 
of health and in particular on the diseases from which its members will suffer and their response 
to these diseases, there is no doubt that the services provided by Local Health Authorities under 
this section of the Act will greatly expand in the future. 


(b) Care of Persons suffering from long term or permanent illnesses or defects 


The care work of the County Council in relation to these groups of the community is referred 
to under the separate sections of the handbook, e.g. Tuberculosis, mental diseases and mental 
deficiency, the blind and so on. 


(c) Medical Auxiliary Services 


In addition to the preventive work in the home already referred to, the County Council 
is responsible for the ambulance service and for certain other domiciliary services relating to the 
provision of nursing and domestic helps in homes where sickness or other material problems 
exist. 


The aim of the Domiciliary Services on the curative side, is to provide for all patients who 
can properly be looked after at home and also for such patients as cannot under present con- 
ditions be admitted to hospitals. 


It is apparent that close and constant consultation at all levels between these various bodies 
is vital. Their functions, responsibilities and objectives are so interlocked that policy decisions 
made by one of them are bound to reflect on the others ; and in many instances any one of them 
can properly formulate a policy only if it has full knowledge of the policy being followed by the 
others. 
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The method of selecting members of the newer bodies—namely the Executive Council and 
the Regional Hospital Board with its Hospital Management Committees—is such that their 
members include also members of the older body, namely the County Council, and this provides 
the means for developing a joint policy for the promotion of the health of the community. 


4. COUNTY DISTRICT COUNCILS 


These are the Local Sanitary Authorities which operate from the Jocal Town Halls or Council 
Offices. They are responsible for housing and for a wide field of health services, including 
environmental hygiene, the control of infectious diseases and various measures designed to 
secure a clean and wholesome supply of food, including milk. (See page 74, Appendix N.)

ADMINISTRATION OF COUNTY HEALTH SERVICES 


The Health Department of the County Council is responsible to the County Health Com- 
mittee for the Care of Mothers and Young Children, Midwifery, Health Visiting, Home Nursing, 
Home Help, Vaccination and Immunisation, Prevention of Illness, Care and After-Care of the 
Sick, Mental Health Services, Ambulance Service ; to the Education Committee for the School 


Health Service ; to the County Welfare Committee for the Care of the Blind, Deaf and Dumb 
and other handicapped groups. 


For the purpose of carrying out the day to day administration of some of these services 
the County has been divided into nine Health Divisions, for each of which a Divisional Health 
Sub-Committee has been appointed. These Sub-Committees are composed of members 


appointed partly by the County Health Committee and partly by the County District Authorities 
in the Division. 


Particulars of the County Districts and the name and address of the Divisional Medical 
Officer administratively responsible in each Health Division are given in Appendix *‘ A ’’ on 
page 43. 
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A medical practitioner who requires information or wishes to use any of the services provided 
by the County Council under Part III of the Act should apply to the County Medical Officer, 
County Health Department, County Hall, Kingston-upon-Thames (KINgston 1050), in respect 
of the following services :— 


Health Centres. 
Health Visiting (of Tuberculosis Cases). 


Prevention of Illness, Care and After-Care (Anti-Tuberculosis and Anti-Venereal 
Diseases Schemes, Recuperative Holidays). 


Ambulance Service. 
Mental Health Services, 


and to the Divisional Medical Officer (see Appendix ‘*‘ A ’’ on page 43) in respect of the 
following services :— 


Care of Mothers and Young Children. 
Domiciliary Midwifery and Home Nursing. 
Health Visiting (Care of Mothers and Young Children). 
Prevention of Illness (Public Education in Health). 
Home Help. 
Vaccination and Immunisation. 
School Health Service. 
Details of the above services are set out in the following pages. 


CARE OF MOTHERS AND YOUNG CHILDREN 


The County Council is the authority responsible for the care of mothers and young children 
over the whole of the Administrative County. The day to day administration of this service 
has been distributed amongst the nine Divisions (see Appendix ‘‘ A ’’). 


1. NOTIFICATION OF BIRTHS 
The Public Health Act, 1936, Section 203, places the obligation to notify a birth upon :— 


(i) The father of the child, if at the time of the birth he is actually residing on the premises 
where the birth takes place. 


(ii) Any person in attendance on the mother at the time of or within six hours of the birth. 

Notifications must be sent to the appropriate Divisional Medical Officer (see Appendix ‘‘ A’? | 
on page 43). 

Prepaid and addressed postcards are supplied for this purpose without charge to practitioners 
upon application to the Divisional Medical Officer. 


2. MATERNITY SERVICES 


_ The following services are available to the expectant mother and in childbirth and lying- 
in :-— 

[These services are not all provided by the County Council but they are grouped hereafter 
for convenience. | 


(a) General Practitioner-Obstetrician—A woman who wishes to be confined in her own 
home may make arrangements with her own medical practitioner or with a general practitioner- 
obstetrician to provide maternity medical services. Even if she is confined in hospital she is 
entitled to the services of her own medical practitioner or of a general practitioner-obstetrician 
in respect of ante-natal and post-natal care. These services are provided by arrangement 
between the practitioner and the Executive Council, and the services which the practitioner is 
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required to give include an initial medical and obstetric examination and an examination at the 
thirty-sixth week of pregnancy, or at any other time the practitioner thinks necessary ; attendance 
at the confinement, if in the opinion of the practitioner it is required or if he is summoned to the 
confinement by the midwife in attendance ; medical supervision of the mother and child for a 
period of fourteen days after confinement and a medical and pelvic examination of the mother 
at or about six weeks after confinement. 


(b) Domiciliary Midwives.—The County Council provides a service of certified midwives 
available to attend women in their own homes during pregnancy, childbirth and lying-in. The 
midwives are also available to act as maternity nurses (i.e. to act under the direction and personal 
supervision of a registered medical practitioner). . 


These two services are intended to be complementary. The general practitioner-obstetrician 
is responsible for the services as outlined above ; the midwife is responsible for the detailed 
supervision and nursing of the mother throughout the pregnancy, confinement and post-natal 
period. Women who intend to be confined at home should book both with the general practi- 
tioner or general practitioner-obstetrician and with the midwife. 


In certain circumstances some general practitioners, or general practitioner-obstetricians, 
may feel it necessary to take over full responsibility for the case, to carry out himself the detailed 
ante- and post-natal supervision and to be present throughout the confinement to which he is 
called as soon as labour commences. If he wishes to do this, he must notify the midwife 
accordingly at as early a stage in the case as possible and the midwife then acts as a maternity 
nurse under his instruction. 


(c) Ante- Natal Clinics.—These are provided throughout the County by the County Council. 
Each is under the charge of a medical officer of special experience assisted by one or more 
Health Visitors and usually also by one or more midwives. 


The ante-natal clinic should serve as the focal point of all activities relating to the expectant 
and nursing mother—not only medical but also educational and social; its functions are 
threefold. Firstly, the staff there can provide non-medical advice to the mother on questions 
such as preparation of layettes, and so on: secondly, the midwife or health visitor can undertake 
the normal routine ante-natal supervision which the general practitioner-obstetrician may not 
wish to undertake, and thirdly, the medical officer has the dual function of giving medical super- 
vision or expert medical advice in cases where this is necessary or where it is sought, and of 
arranging for special investigations to be undertaken. Dental treatment may be provided for 
nursing or expectant mothers attending these centres on the recommendation of the Medical 
Officers of the centres. 


The Health Visitor from the Ante-Natal Clinic follows up the case in its own home for the 
purpose of advising and helping the expectant mother in all matters relating to the pregnancy. 


The Ante-Natal Clinics in the County are given in Appendix ‘‘ B.’’ In districts where no 
special ante-natal clinics are held the Assistant Medical Officers are available for ante-natal 
consultations at the ordinary Infant Welfare Centres. 


Mothers are encouraged to attend also at these clinics after their confinement to make sure 
that full health and normality is restored or if need be that any necessary treatment is obtained. 
It is emphasised that this service is additional to and designed to supplement that which every 
expectant mother is entitled to receive from a general practitioner and midwife. 


(d) Home Helps.—Arrangements can be made if needed for the services of a Home Help 
during the lying-in period (for details see page 18). 


The expectant mother should be encouraged to make full use of all the above facilities for 
her care: the functions of the general practitioner-obstetrician, the midwife, the health visitor, 


J? 
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the ante-natal clinic and the home help are complementary ; each one aids the other in pro- 
viding a better service to the patient, and the expectant mother may well need to avail herself 
of the services of all five. 


(e) Unmarried Mothers.—The County Council have arrangements with several voluntary 
Homes for the admission and training in domestic work of unmarried mothers who are resident 
in the County. 


In addition the County Council itself provides a hostel both for unmarried mothers.and also 
for married women who are expectant or nursing mothers and who are in need of residential 
accommodation. Arrangements are in operation for such cases to be confined in a nearby 
maternity unit. Admissions are arranged on application to the County Health Department. 


Residence in these hostels is normally for two months before and two months after con- 
finement. The mothers are assisted to find jobs on leaving the hostel and to make arrangements 
for.the care of their babies. 


(f) Maternity Outfits—The expectant mother will be supplied with a maternity outfit 
when :— 


(i) She is being confined AT HOME, and 


(ii) Where she makes use of the arrangements for the care of expectant mothers under 
the National Health Service whether by :— 


(a) Attending ante-natal clinics or otherwise taking advantage of the facilities provided 
under the National Health Service Act, 1946, for the general care of expectant 
mothers, or 


(5) Booking a domiciliary midwife employed by the Local Health Authority, or 
(c) Arranging for maternity medical service under Part IV of the Act. 


(g) Complicated Labour.—lIf complications occur in the course of labour the services of an 
obstetric consultant can be obtained or the patient can, if necessary, be admitted to a hospital 
maternity unit as part of the provision made by the Regional Hospital Board. Application 
should be made by the general practitioner to the nearest hospital maternity unit. In addition, 
emergency units based on the Hospitals at Kingston and Guildford, and on the Woking 
Maternity Hospital, are available to go to the assistance of medical practitioners where the 
removal to hospital is likely to endanger life. Applications for the services of the unit should 
be made direct to each hospital. | 


(h) Premature Births —At the St. Helier, Kingston, Guildford (St. Luke’s) and Redhill 
Hospitals and the Woking Maternity Hospital, sets of equipment for the special nursing of 
premature babies are available on loan. Application should be made to the Hospital. Other 
cases not able to be nursed at home may be admitted to hospital on application to the nearest 
maternity unit. Ambulances with special equipment are available for transport purposes. 


(i) Puerperal Pyrexia.—The Puerperal Pyrexia Regulations, 1951, require a medical practi- 
tioner to notify the Medical Officer of Health of the Local Authority of the occurrence of 
Puerperal Pyrexia in any women upon whom he is in attendance. The expression ‘** Puerperal 
Pyrexia ’’ means any febrile condition occurring in a woman in whom a temperature of 100.4° 
Fahrenheit (38° Centigrade) or more has occurred within fourteen days after childbirth or 
miscarriage. 

Copies of certificates in the prescribed form are issued to practitioners by the District Medical 
Officers of Health. | 


(j) Ophthalmia Neonatorum.—The Public Health (Ophthalmia Neonatorum) Regulations, 
1926-1937, lay the duty of notifying a case of ophthalmia neonatorum upon the medical practi- 
tioner in attendance. The notification should be made to the County Medical Officer on the 
prescribed form in all cases occurring within the County. Ophthalmia Neonatorum is defined 
as any purulent discharge from the eyes of an infant commencing within twenty-one days from 
the date of birth. 
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The Regional Hospital Board will arrange on the request of the medical practitioner for 
special hospital treatment of cases of ophthalmia neonatorum ; the mother may be admitted 
with the baby to permit of the latter being breast-fed and the mother herself receiving special 
treatment if required. 


3. INFANT WELFARE CENTRES 
The Infant Welfare Centres in the Administrative County are given in Appendix ‘‘ B.’’ 


Their main purpose is to give advice and instruction to mothers of infants and young children 
on all matters relating to the health, care and management of the children. The centres are in 
charge of an Assistant Medical Officer of the County staff, assisted by one or more Health 
Visitors, who are jointly responsible for giving such advice. 


Dried milk and various proprietary brands of special food are on sale at the Centres on the 
recommendation of the Clinic doctor. 


4. VOLUNTARY MEDICAL INSPECTION OF CHILDREN UNDER FIVE YEARS OF AGE 

The County Council has a scheme for the voluntary medical inspection of pre-school children 
at the ages of 2, 3 and 4 years. Parents who wish to have their children examined under this 
scheme should apply to the Health Visitor at their nearest welfare centre. The examination is 
carried out by the Assistant Medical Officers, on the lines of the present school.medical in- 
spections, and children found to require treatment are primarily referred to the family doctor. 


5. DAY NURSERIES 
Some 25 Day Nurseries (see Appendix ** C,’’ page 58) are available for the care of children 
under’school age for the following classes of cases in the order of priority shown :— 


(i) Where the mother is the sole wage earner ; 


(i1) Where there is sickness in the family or where home conditions likely seriously to 
prejudice the health of the child exist ; 


(iii) In exceptional cases, where, upon consideration of individual circumstances, it appears 
to the Council that admission is necessary in the interests of the child. - 
Application for admission should be made to the Divisional Medical Officer or the Matron. 


MIDWIFERY 


(a) The County Council is responsible for ensuring that the number of midwives practising in 
the County is adequate for the needs and for supervising and controlling the practice of midwives 
in the County. 

There is in the County a complete service of midwives employed by the County Council 
either directly or seconded to the District Nursing Associations. Application for the services 
of a midwife should be made to the Divisional Medical Officer or directly to the midwife or 
district nurse. 


(b) The provision whereby a woman who wishes her confinement to take place in her own 
home may arrange with her own doctor or with a general practitioner-obstetrician to provide 
maternity medical services is additional to the midwifery service. Women who expect to be 
confined at home should book both with the general practitioner, or general practitioner- 


obstetrician, and with the midwife. The midwife is responsible for the detailed supervision | 


and nursing of the mother throughout the pregnancy, confinement and post-natal period. 


(c) Payment of Fees to Medical Practitioners—The County Council is responsible for the 
payment of fees, on a scale fixed by the Ministry of Health, to medical practitioners called in 
by midwives in emergencies provided, inter alia, that the medical practitioner shall not have 
arranged to provide the patient with maternity medical services under the National Health 
Service Regulations, 1948. The midwife is required to send a copy of the medical aid form to 
County Medical Officer who then sends a form of account to the medical practitioner for com- 
pletion, if necessary.

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HOME NURSING 


The County Council is responsible for making provision for securing the attendance of 
nurses On persons who require nursing in their own homes. Previously this service had been 
provided by the District Nursing Associations, and the County Council, which has now largely 
taken the district nurses into its own employment, has been able to make use of the services 
of these Associations in providing a Home Nursing service. The activities of the District 
Nursing Associations are co-ordinated by the County Nursing Association, to which they are 
all affiliated. Certain areas of the County are no longer covered by District Nursing Associa- 
tions and there the County Council runs the service directly. Application for the services of 
the district nurse should be made direct to the nurse or Divisional Medical Officer. 


HEALTH VISITING 


The Health Visitors are required by statute to visit homes for the purpose of giving advice 
as to the care of young children, persons suffering from illness and expectant or nursing mothers, 
and as to the measures necessary to prevent the spread of infection. 


In addition, in Surrey, the Health Visitors undertake other duties such as Tuberculosis 
- Health Visiting, Child Life Protection Visiting and act as school nurses. 


They are fully trained nurses on the General Part of the State Register and in addition, 
are required to have a Certificate of the Central Midwives Board and the Health Visitor’s 
Certificate of the Royal Sanitary Institute. 


The Health Visitor is the County Council’s principal agent in the field in carrying out its 
duties in respect of the Health Services, and the standing adviser in the home on the prevention 
of illness and the maintenance of health. Her position in this respect is of unique importance 
since, in addition to her own duties to the family, she, knowing the services available through 
the County Council or otherwise, will be able to put the family in touch with other social 
workers—whose special knowledge and experience may—as against the more general know- 
ledge and experience of the Health Visitor—be required to deal with the particular problem. 
Application for the services of the Health Visitor should be made direct to the nearest clinic or 
Divisional Medical Officer. 


VACCINATION AND IMMUNISATION 


(A) IMMUNISATION AGAINST DIPHTHERIA 


Provision has been made for immunisation against diphtheria at a number of welfare and 
ad hoc clinics throughout the County (Appendix ‘‘ B,’’ page 45). Children should be taken for 
immunisation in the first instance during the second half of their first year of life, i.e. before 
they reach the age of one year. Advice in particular cases can be obtained from the Medical - 
Officer of Health to the County District in which the parents reside. Immunisation may also 
be carried out by the patient’s own doctor. Supplies of the prophylactic are obtainable on 
application to the District Medical Officer of Health. 


(B) VACCINATION 


The County Council is the responsible authority for the vaccination against smallpox. 
Vaccination may be carried out by the patient’s own doctor, or, alternatively a list of County 
Council clinics where children may be vaccinated will be found on page 45. 


Medical practitioners who wish themselves to vaccinate their own patients should apply for 
the necessary vaccine lymph to—

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(C) REMUNERATION OF GENERAL PRACTITIONERS 


General practitioners who have vaccinated or immunised any of their patients should com- 
plete Form G.P.H. 1 (a) or G.P.H. 1 (b) copies of which can be obtained from their local Medical 
Officer of Health and return the completed form to the Medical Officer of Health. A fee of 
5s. is payable on receipt of a record in the standard form of the vaccination or immunisation 
of a person. The fee is payable (a) as regards smallpox vaccination when a record is received 
showing that the first injection resulted in a successful vaccination or that an unsuccessful first 
injection was followed by a second attempt whether successful or not, and (6) as regards diphtheria 
immunisation in respect of the complete process, normally involving two injections but includ- 
ing the giving of a ‘‘ boosting ’’ dose of prophylactic to a person primarily immunised at an 
early age. | 


NURSING HOMES 


Under the Public Health Act, 1936, ‘‘ any premises used or intended to be used for the 
reception of, and the providing of nursing for, persons suffering from any sickness, injury or 
infirmity, or any premises used or intended to be used for the reception of pregnant women 
or of women immediately after childbirth,’’ must be registered as nursing homes with the County 
Council (except in the Boroughs of Guildford.and Wimbledon, where application should be 
made to the Medical Officer of Health of the district.) 


Certificates of registration are required to be displayed in a prominent place in the nursing 
home. The Council in addition has made Byelaws under the above Act prescribing the records 
to be kept of the patients received in a nursing home and the notices to be given in respect of 
the death of a patient ; additional Byelaws require that the keeper of a nursing home shall :— 


(a) Within twenty-four hours of the occurrence of infectious disease in such Home give 
to the County Medical Officer notice of the occurrence. 


(b) Forthwith give to the County Medical Officer notice of a rise in the temperature of any 
maternity patient in such Home to 100.4°F. for twenty-four hours or its recurrence 
within that period. 


(c) Forthwith effectively isolate any person in such Home whom he knows or has reason 
to suspect to be suffering from an infectious disease.

NURSERIES AND CHILD MINDERS REGULATION ACT, 
1948 


Under this Act the Council is required to keep registers of (a) Premises, other than premises 
wholly or mainly used as private dwellings, where children are received to be looked after for 
the day or a substantial part thereof or for any longer period not exceeding six days, and (5) 
Persons who for reward receive into their homes children under the age of five to be looked 
after for the day or a substantial part thereof or for any longer period not exceeding six days. 


It is an offence for premises to be used as mentioned without being registered or for a person, 
except a relative, to receive children as mentioned without being registered if the children number 
more than two and come from more than one household (a relative for this purpose is a grand- 
parent, brother, sister, uncle or aunt of the children). 


Any person affected by these provisions should apply at once for registration to the County 
Medical Officer. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


1. NOTIFICATION 


The Public Health (Tuberculosis) Regulations, 1930, require every medical practitioner 
called in to visit any person (whether in an institution or otherwise), within forty-eight hours 
after first becoming aware that such person is suffering from tuberculosis to make and sign a 
notification of the case in the prescribed form and to transmit the notification to the Medical 
Officer of Health of the district within which the place of residence of the person is situate. 


The only exception is in those cases in which the medical practitioner has reasonable grounds 
for believing that the case has already been notified in that district. 


Thus a case already notified in another district must still be notified in the new district to 
which the patient has removed, by the medical practitioner whom he consults in the new district. 


2. DIAGNOSIS AND TREATMENT 


The South West Metropolitan Regional Hospital Board makes provision for the diagnosis 
and treatment of tuberculous patients in the Administrative County. The same services are 
also available for all diseases of the chest. 


In view of the complete facilities for diagnosis and treatment which are available, it is hoped 
_that medical practitioners will avail themselves of these opportunities for early diagnosis and 
treatment. Reference should be made to the Chest Physician for the district (see Appendix 
‘< D,’’ page 59) for an expert opinion. 

Artificial Pneumothorax Refills.—Out-patient treatment for Artificial Pneumothorax patients 
is provided at Kingston Chest Clinic, at Milford Sanatorium and at the following Hospitals : 
St. Luke’s, Guildford; Redhill; St. Helier; Cumberland House (Mitcham); Victoria 
(Woking). Application should be made to the Chest Physician of the district. 


3. PREVENTION, CARE, AFTER-CARE AND REHABILITATION. (See also under Local 
Sanitary Services—Infectious Diseases, p. 41.) 


In addition to their other duties, the Chest Physicians are responsible to the County Council 
for the work in connection with the prevention of tuberculosis and for the care, after-care and 
rehabilitation of tuberculous patients and their families, including the examination and super- 
vision of contacts, boarding-out of child contacts, B.C.G. Vaccination of contacts and so on. 
General practitioners who wish to avail themselves of these services should communicate with 
the Chest Physician for their district. The names and addresses of the Chest Physicians are 
given on page 59. } 


(a) Chest Clinics.—-A list of Chest Clinics in the Administrative County, together with 
times of attendance and other details is given in Appendix ‘‘E,’’ page 60. 

Each Chest Clinic is under the control of a full-time Chest Physician who has facilities 
available for radiological and bacteriological examinations of persons examined by him. 
The Chest Physician is available for consultations with medical practitioners either in 
the patient’s own home or at the Chest Clinic. He also acts as Medical Officer in 
charge of the beds reserved for tuberculosis cases in the hospitals in his area. An 
important part of the duties of the Chest Physicians is the examination and supervision 
of contacts of persons suffering from tuberculosis. 


(b) Boarding-out of Child Contacts——The County Council makes provision, on the recom- 
mendation of the Chest Physicians, for the boarding-out with approved foster parents 
of child contacts from tuberculous households, in cases where the home conditions 
are such as to favour the spread of infection or where there is difficulty in making arrange- 
ments for looking after the children while the tuberculous person or persons in the 
family are undergoing residential treatment. 


(c) B.C.G. Vaccination.—The Council has made arrangements for the use of the vaccine 
known as B.C.G. for the prevention of tuberculosis. This will be made available to 
individual Chest Physicians who wish to use it for contacts, especially children of persons 
suffering from tuberculosis.

COUNTY COUNCIL SERVICES 


(d) Provision of Shelters.—In cases where the Chest Physician considers it desirable, either 


for purposes of isolation or of treatment, the County Council arranges for the erection, 
on loan, of a shelter in the patient’s garden, if a suitable garden be available. 


(e) Provision of Milk in necessitous cases —The County Council is responsible for the supply

of milk free of charge to tuberculous patients in necessitous circumstances, and the 
Care Almoners undertake all the detailed work of the scheme. 


Occupational Therapy.—The County Council has a scheme of occupational therapy for 
tuberculous persons either in their own homes, or in classes held in certain centres, or 
in the chest blocks of certain hospitals in the County. Classes are held in Guildford, 
Mitcham, Redhill, Kingston and Surbiton (Hook). Patients are given regular instruction 
at Cumberland Hospital, Mitcham, in the Chest Blocks of Dorking, Redhill and St. 
Helier Hospitals, and at the Convalescent Hospital at Broom Close, Cobham. The 
Head Occupational Therapist is Mr. R. Birchall and his headquarters are at 27, Queen’s 
Road, Kingston-on-Thames (Telephone—KINgston 5752). 


Home Nursing and Home Helps.—These services are available to tuberculous patients 
as to other sick persons in the County. Recommendations are usually made through 
the Chest Physicians. Be 


Care Organisation—The County Council provides a team of one Tuberculosis Care 
Organiser and nine Tuberculosis Care Almoners. The Care Almoners (Appendix 
‘* F,’’ page 61) attend each clinic session and their areas conform as closely as possible 
to those of the Chest Physicians. 


There is an active voluntary Care Organisation in the County, which the County 
Council assists by means of grants. 


The Care Committees are organised in association with each chest clinic ; the Chest 
Physician is a member of the Care Committee and the Care Almoner of the area is 
available to act as Secretary to the Care Committee if required to do so. The work 
of the twenty District Care Committees is co-ordinated by the Standing Conference 
of Surrey Tuberculosis Care Committees so as to ensure a uniform standard of voluntary 


care work throughout the County. 


These Committees perform a valuable service in regard to the social welfare of the 
tuberculous families in their district by giving advice and assistance in adjusting their 
circumstances to meet the conditions imposed by the disease, jin enabling the patients 
to derive the fullest possible benefit from the treatment provided, and in putting them 
in touch with the appropriate charitable or public organisation. 


(i) Holiday Camps.—This scheme, operated by the Standing Conference of Surrey 
Tuberculosis Care Committees, provides for the sending to summer Holiday Camps 
of children from tuberculous households. The cases are selected by the Chest 
Physicians and the detailed arrangements are carried out by the Tuberculosis Care 
Organiser and the Care Almoners. 


(ii) Beds, Bedding and Clothing, etc.—These items are supplied by the District Tuber- 
culosis Care Committees on behalf of the County Council. 


(iii) Art Therapy.—The Standing Conference of Surrey Tuberculosis Care Committees 
operates this scheme for the diversion of tuberculous patients in various hospitals 
throughout the county. The Art Therapy scheme consists of visits from members 
of the British Red Cross Picture Library Department, who, by means of the circula- 
tion of art books and pictures, build up an interest in art. Visits from artists are 
arranged concurrently to give instruction to those in whom the desire to draw and 
paint has been developed by the Red Cross Visitors.

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VENEREAL DISEASES 


The Regional Hospital Board is responsible for the diagnosis and treatment of venereal 
diseases and the Venereal Diseases Clinics in the County are administered by the respective 
Hospital Management Committees. 


In Appendix ‘‘ G’’ on page 62 will be found particulars of the consultative sessions held 
at ali Venereal Disease Clinics in the Administrative County of Surrey and the County Borough 
of Croydon, and also at Aldershot, Hampshire. 


The duty of persuading defaulters to resume attendance and of securing the attendance of 
persons exposed to infection falls on the County Council, and Medical Practitioners needing 
assistance to secure the attendance of possible sufferers or contacts at a Clinic for examination 
should communicate with the County Medical Officer. All information given will be treated 
as strictly confidential. ; 


MEDICAL LOAN DEPOTS 


The contents of the District Nurse’s Loan Cupboards are available on loan for the comfort 
and more effective nursing of patients at home. By arrangement with the British Red Cross 
Society the Medical Loan Depots of this Organisation are also available for the use of patients 
being nursed at home. Application may be made direct by the medical practitioner, nurse or 
midwife in attendance on the patient. 


- Articles may not be retained for longer than six months. After this period special arrange- 
ments for purchase are made. 


The County Council have decided that in the case of the more expensive articles these will 
be loaned against a deposit in accordance with the following scale. These deposits are returnable 
and a charge is made only when damage through neglect or misuse occurs :—

In cases of necessity, the deposits are remitted or reduced. 
A list of the Medical Loan Depots is given in Appendix ‘‘ H ’’ on page 63. 


The St. John Ambulance Brigade run an independent Medical Loan Scheme with Depots 
at Guildford, Farnham, East Horsley, Cobham, Blindley Heath, Merstham, Caterham and 
Lightwater. 


HOLIDAY HOMES 


The County Council arranges for persons who have been undergoing in-patient treatment 
in hospital, and who are recommended by a senior medical officer of the hospital as needing 
a holiday to complete their recovery, to be sent to Holiday Homes at the cost of the County 
Council, provided that the County Medical Officer is satisfied that they are suitable cases 
for admission to such homes. Holiday Homes are convalescent homes which do not, speaking 
generally, provide organised medical and nursing care. A patient needing such care would 
be sent from the hospital to a Convalescent Home under arrangements made by the Regional 
Hospital Board under the category of continuation treatment. 


B 
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Provision has also been made for the Holiday Homes Scheme to include certain other special 
groups of persons towards whom the County Council has special responsibilities who are in 
need of a recuperative holiday even though the initial requirement that they shall have recently 
received in-patient treatment in hospital is not fulfilled, e.g. the tuberculous, cases of mental 
illness, etc. 


In all cases a recommendation by the Medical Officer in charge of the patient, on a form to 
be obtained from the County Medical Officer, must be completed. This will ordinarily be sent 
to the County Medical Officer by the Almoner at the hospital or Chest or Psychiatric Clinic, 
who on receiving the County Medical Officer’s approval will make all the necessary arrange- 
ments for the patient to enter the Holiday Home. 


All patients (except those suffering from tuberculosis) sent to Holiday Homes are required 
to pay the sum of one guinea per week towards the cost of their maintenance. If, however, 
they are unable to pay this amount they will be assessed as to their ability to pay a proportion ~ 
of this sum. If able to travel by public conveyance, patients are required to pay their travelling 
expenses to and from the Holiday Home. 


HEALTH EDUCATION 


The County Council for a considerable number of years past have provided lectures on 
certain aspects of public health, not only at organised public meetings but to particular sections of 
the community, i.e. Women’s Institutes, Mothers’ Union, Townswomen’s Guilds, Co-operative 
Men’s Guilds, Y.M.C.A., Parents’ Associations (School) and particular factory employees. 
It is intended to extend such work so as to give the public not only advice on the prevention 
of disease but how to achieve positive health. When Health Centres are available it is hoped 
that accommodation will be sufficient to enable talks to be given by medical officers, dentists, 
midwives, nurses and others at such Centres. In the meantime applications for lectures, film 
demonstrations, and other forms of instruction should be made to the Divisional Medical Officer 
of the appropriate Health Division. 


HELP IN THE HOME 


The County Council has provided a full scheme for the provision of Home Help for house- 
holds where such help is required, owing to the presence of any person who is ill, lying-in, an 
expectant mother, mentally defective, aged, or a child not exceeding compulsory school age. 
For this purpose Divisional Supervisors have been appointed, to deal with day-to-day ad- 
ministration of the scheme within their Divisions, under the direction of the Divisional Medical 
Officers. 


Persons (other than maternity cases) desiring to avail themselves of the service should apply, 
supporting their application with a medical certificate to the Divisional Medical Officer, Appendix 
‘“ A,’’ who will arrange for the Divisional Home Help Supervisor to visit, and investigate the 
application. If the applicant is unable to make satisfactory arrangements for obtaining the 
necessary assistance privately through relatives, friends or otherwise, the Supervisor will explain 
the scheme fully to the applicant, fix the number of hours to be worked by the Home Help and 
leave a form of financial circumstances to be completed by the applicant and returned to the 
Supervisor. 


Maternity cases should make application for a Home Help not less than one month before 
the expected date of confinement. The Supervisor will call in the usual way and inform the 
applicant of the name and address of the Home Help allotted to her. The applicant should 
arrange to notify the Home Help as soon as possible after the birth of the child. 


The full charge for the service is 2s. 4d. per hour; if however, an applicant claims to be 
unable to pay full cost, the County Council will assess the charge to be made, based on the 
applicant’s financial circumstances. 
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The Supervisor is required to visit the home at intervals so long as the Home Help continues 
to work there. 


The Home Help’s duties may include as required (a) keeping the house clean and tidy ; 
(b) preparing and cooking meals for the family ; (c) shopping, essential washing, ironing and 
mending ; (d) caring for the children and seeing that they attend school ; (e) in maternity cases, 
washing of sheets for the patient’s bed, towels and the patient’s personal clothing in use, the 
baby’s clothing, bed clothes and napkins. She cannot undertake any nursing for the patient. 


The Supervisor should be contacted in any difficulty. 


MENTAL ILLNESS

2. PROCEDURE TO OBTAIN TREATMENT FOR A VOLUNTARY PATIENT 


Patients suitable for voluntary treatment should normally be referred by Medical Practitioners 
to one of the Psychiatric Clinics intended for early or doubtful cases. In the first instance, an 
appointment should be arranged with the Out-Patient Office of the respective Hospital, and a 
letter of introduction should eventually be taken by the patient. A list of the Clinics is set out 
in Appendix ‘‘ I,’’ page 66. 


3. PROCEDURE TO OBTAIN TREATMENT FOR A TEMPORARY PATIENT 
(WITHOUT CERTIFICATION) 


Temporary patients are those whose mental condition is such that they neither desire nor 
refuse treatment, i.e. non-volitional patients. 


A patient who is capable of exercising his own volition cannot be accepted as a temporary 
patient, neither can a person be accepted as a temporary patient who is unlikely to recover 
within a measurable time. A temporary patient cannot be detained for longer than six months, 
unless it is anticipated that his early recovery is probable, in which case the period may, on the. 
application of one of the persons who made the original application, be extended for such 
periods as the Board of Control may direct but, not exceeding an additional six months in all. 
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The application for the reception of a temporary patient should be made to the Physician 
Superintendent of Brookwood or Netherne Hospital by a near relative, and must be accompanied 
by a recommendation on an approved form, signed by two registered medical practitioners, 
one of whom should normally be the usual medical attendant of the patient, and the other must 
be a medical practitioner (not being the usual medical attendant) approved by the Ministry 
of Health. A Duly Authorised Officer of the County Council may make the application and 
arrange for the admission of the patient if the relatives so desire. 


The type of patient covered by this procedure is very limited, but wherever possible use 
should be made of the provision, especially in puerperal conditions and acute confusional states. 


4. PROCEDURE TO OBTAIN TREATMENT FOR PATIENT AS A_ 
‘“CERTIFIED PATIENT ”’ 


Certified ** persons of unsound mind ’’ may be received under Reception Orders, in the 
following way :— 


(1) Where the relatives of a mental patient are able and willing to make their own arrange- 
ments for admission, two alternative procedures may be employed. 

(a) By Urgency Order. 
In urgent cases it is necessary for the husband, wife or other relative to sign an Urgency 
Order which must be accompanied by a medical certificate stating that it is expedient 
in the interests of the patient or for the public safety, that he or she should be placed 
under care and treatment forthwith and giving the reasons in support of this opinion. 
Unless arrangements have been made for the admission of the patient upon a private 
basis, the Order must be signed by a Duly Authorised Officer of the County Council, 
and not by a relative. 
The person signing the Order must have seen the patient within two days of signing. 
The Order remains in force only for seven days from its date unless a petition is pending, 
in which case it remains in force until the petition is finally disposed of. 


(b) By Reception Order on Petition. 
This procedure can be used where removal is not an immediate necessity. 
A petition is presented to a Judicial Authority (i.e. a specially appointed justice) signed 
by the husband, wife or other relative Gif signed by someone not a relative a statement 
must be made as to the reason). . 


The petitioner must undertake to visit the patient personally or to appoint someone to 
visit him, once every six months at least. 


The petition must be accompanied by a statement of particulars and by two medical 
certificates, based on examinations made not more than seven clear days before the 
date of signing. One certificate should be signed by the usual medical attendant. 


Note.—Previously this procedure could only be used in the case of patients the 
cost of whose treatment was being borne privately. The National Health Service 
Act, however, makes it applicable also to patients for whom free treatment is being 
sought. 


On receiving the petition, the Judicial Authority, if sania: makes an Order authorising 
the patient’s reception into an institution for persons of unsound mind, 

or 
If he thinks it necessary, he may personally visit the patient or may cause further enquiries 
to be made, or he may adjourn the enquiry for a period of not more than 14 days, then 
either making a reception order or dismissing the petition as he thinks proper as the 
result of the enquiries or adjournment. 


If the petition is dismissed, the Judicial Authority must deliver to the petitioner a state- 
ment in writing giving his reasons for dismissal. 
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(2) PROCEDURE BY SUMMARY RECEPTION ORDER 
A Duly Authorised Officer of the County Council is required by statute to give notice within 
three days to a justice having jurisdiction in the area concerned of cases in which two con- 
ditions obtain :— 
(a) Where he has reasonable ground for believing that a person in the area of his authority 
is of unsound mind and should be sent to a mental hospital. 
and 
(5) Where he is satisfied that such a patient is not under proper care and control or that there 
are no relatives or friends who intend, or are able, to take proceedings for securing 
admission to a mental hospital. 


The justice, on receiving such notice, must order the officer to bring the patient before him 
(or he may himself visit the patient) within three days of the receipt of the notice. 


The justice before whom such a person is brought, shall call in a medical practitioner, and 

if :— 

(a) He is satisfied that the person is of unsound mind and a proper person to be detained. 

and 

(5) The medical practitioner who has been called in signs a medical certificate to that effect, 
the justice may then by a Summary Reception Order direct the patient to be received and detained 
in the institution for persons of unsound mind named in the order, and the Duly Authorised 
Officer must then forthwith remove the patient to the Institution named. 


Similarly, it is the duty of a Duly Authorised Officer, or any constable, who has reasonable 
ground for believing that any person wandering at large within the area of the authority (or 
limits of the constable’s jurisdiction) is of unsound mind, immediately to ‘‘ apprehend ’’ such 
person and take him before a justice who will proceed to act in the manner indicated above and 
the Duly Authorised Officer or constable must then forthwith remove the patient to the 
Institution named. 


5. URGENT ADMISSION TO HOSPITAL 


A Duly Authorised Officer (or Constable) has discretion in admitting a patient (with regard 
to whom it is his duty to take any proceedings under the Act) to an Observation Ward according 
to the degree of urgency and accommodation available but no person may be so detained for 
more than three days, unless the Hospital Medical Officer gives a certificate authorising detention 
for a further period not exceeding fourteen days. 


6. PROCEDURE TO OBTAIN TREATMENT FOR MENTAL 
DEFECTIVES 


The types of cases dealt with under the Mental Deficiency Acts, 1913-1938 are. Idiots, 
Imbeciles, Feeble-minded persons, or moral defectives. 

Medical Practitioners should forward the full name, age and address of cases of suspected 
mental deficiency to the County Medical Officer, County Hall, Kingston-upon-Thames ; the 
County Medical Officer will thereupon institute inquiries to ascertain whether the patient is 
** subject to be dealt with ’’ under the Mental Deficiency Acts, by way of providing institutional 
care or otherwise. 


SUPERVISION CASES 

In cases of mental deficiency if it is found that Institutional treatment is not immediately 
necessary, the patient remains at home with his relatives and is visited periodically by a Health 
Visitor or Authorised Officer of the County Council. The Health Visitors and Authorised 
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Officers send quarterly reports to the County Medical Officer, notifying any change in the con- 
dition of the patient that may arise. Additional protection for some types of mental defectives 
suitable to live in the community can be provided by guardianship which is really an intermediate 
stage between supervision and Institutional care. 


OCCUPATION AND TRAINING CENTRES 


The Council’s duty to provide occupation and training for mental defectives under super- 
vision or guardianship is discharged by the running of Centres at Carshalton, Guildford, Purley, 
Kingston and Wimbledon. Other Centres may be opened as the need arises. 


The object of these centres is to develop by training any potentialities the defective may have 
so that they may lead a happier life and take a useful place in the community. _ 


7. DULY AUTHORISED OFFICERS FOR MENTAL HEALTO SERVICE. 


There are eleven district officers in the County and their addresses, telephone numbers and 
districts for which they are responsible are set out in Appendix ‘‘ J,’’ page 67. Their respective 
offices may be regarded as information bureaux in respect of all matters affecting the nn 
sick. 


The work of the district officers is co-ordinated and supervised from the sen Health 
Department under a SeniorjMental Health Officer (Mr. C. B. Hall) = his deputy (Mr. L. G. O. 
Suttle). Telephone: KINgston 1050. 


HEALTH CENTRES 


A full-scale Health Centre as envisaged by Section 21 of the National Health Service Act 
will provide facilities for :— . 
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(a) Any of the services which the County Council, as a local health authority, is required 
or empowered to provide. These services will be, generally speaking, the same as those 
at present provided in the Council’s Welfare Clinics, e.g. ante-natal and post-natal 
clinics, infant welfare, dental, school medical, speech and child guidance sessions. 


(b) The dissemination of information on questions relating to health or disease ; the delivery 
of lectures and the display of films dealing with such questions. 


EXECUTIVE COUNCIL SERVICES 


(c) General medical and dental practitioner services. 
(d) Pharmaceutical services by registered pharmacists. 


HOSPITAL AND SPECIALIST SERVICES , 
Provision of the services of specialists or other services provided for out-patient Hospitals. 


It is not anticipated that circumstances will permit the development of full-scale Health 
Centres for some time, but it is hoped, as an interim measure, to proceed with the construction 
of new welfare clinics, for the provision of the County Council services, in those districts where 
they are urgently needed, and to allow, in certain cases, for their subsequent extension to in- 
corporate other services necessary for a full-scale Health Centre. 
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AMBULANCE SERVICE 


A GENERAL 


It is the duty of the County Council to provide special transport by ambulance or other 
means (e.g. sitting case cars) where necessary for the conveyance of persons suffering from 
illness or mental defectiveness or expectant or nursing mothers from places in the administrative 
County to places in or outside this area. 


Transport can only be provided for: Patients who are unable to use any form of public trans- 
port because of illness, etc., and where the proposed journeys are closely connected with the 
treatment and care of the patient. 


For emergencies (as defined below) and for maternity cases (see page 24) any member 
of the public may order an ambulance, but for all other journeys transport will only be provided 
on medical recommendation. 


Provided that the conditions of need given above are satisfied, transport is made available 
free of charge to all users. 


Ambulances and cars may be provided from Stations operated directly by the County 
Council, from Stations operated by voluntary organisations (i.e., The St. John Ambulance 
Brigade and the British Red Cross Society) or from contractors. Cars may also be provided 
by the Hospital Car Service. 


Where a patient’s journey (apart from emergencies) will commence outside the administrative 
County of Surrey, the request for transport should be made to the local Health Authority in 
whose area the journey starts. 


When a patient is taken to a hospital or address outside Surrey and will be returning to 
Surrey at a later date it is the responsibility of the outside Authority concerned to provide 
transport for the return journey if necessary. Ambulances or cars will not be sent out of Surrey 
to bring home such patients. 


B HOW TO OBTAIN AN AMBULANCE OR CAR 


l EMERGENCY CASES 


i.e. Accidents in the home or elsewhere, and | 
Sudden Illness in streets, public places and places of employment. 
Any responsible person may call an Ambulance. 


HOW TO CALL AN EMERGENCY AMBULANCE 


Telephones with dialling system 


From a Public Call Box OR a Private telephone Dial ** 999,’ ** 0’ or ‘‘ 01,’ according to 
the system for emergency calls (i.e., Police, Fire or Ambulance) operating in the particular 
district from which the call is made. 


Telephones without dialling system 
(i) From a Public Call Box— 
Lift receiver and press emergency button. 


(ii) From private telephones— 
Lift receiver and wait for operator to reply. ° 


In all cases, when the operator replies ask for “‘ Ambulance ’’ ; when connected, give the 
nature of the emergency, the exact place where the Ambulance is needed, and any other particulars 
asked for. 


Note.—It is essential that the use of the Emergency call system should be restricted to genuine 
emergency cases. 
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2, MATERNITY CASES 


In an emergency act as for emergency cases, above. 


Normal maternity cases can only be removed if there is evidence (verbal or written) to show 
that a maternity bed has been booked. The ambulance should, therefore be booked in advance 
from the Ambulance Station concerned as soon as the maternity bed has been arranged. When 
needed, the ambulance can then be called by any person by telephone or other means. 


Maternity cases with serious complications, or where birth is imminent, will not normally 
be moved without the authority of a doctor or certified midwife who should travel with the 
patient in the ambulance. 


3, ALL OTHER’ CASES- (EXCEPT PRIVATE REMOVALS) 


(A) REQUESTS BY MEMBERS OF THE PUBLIC 


Cases other than emergency or maternity cases cannot be moved by the ambulance service 
in the absence of a medical recommendation. If transport is needed for such a case, the patient’s 
doctor or the medical officer of the hospital concerned should be asked to certify the need. 


(B) GENERAL MEDICAL PRACTITIONERS AND HOSPITALS, ETC. 


Note.—When transport is requested by a hospital the necessity for such transport must be 
certified by a medical practitioner in every case (except for emergencies and maternity). 


Ambulances or cars for all normal hospital treatment, consultations, admissions and dis- 
charges should be ordered only by the hospital concerned. This will ensure that the hospital 
is aware of the arrangements for the patient’s admission or discharge, etc. Where, in exceptional 
cases, transport for these normal hospital cases is ordered by the patient’s doctor, it is the 
doctor’s responsibility to ensure that appropriate arrangements have been made with the hospital 
concerned. 

(i) Stretcher cases—by a written order, or telephone request followed by a written order, 

to the nearest main station. 

(ii) Sitting cases—as for stretcher cases above, except that hospitals only may order direct 
from the Hospital Car Service, provided that the patient is not suffering from any 
infectious disease, or mental illness, or that the patient will not require assistance from 
an attendant, and that at least 24 hours’ notice is given. 


» 


4. PRIVATE REMOVALS 


Cases where transport between two private addresses is requested are classed as private 
removals. ‘Transport for such cases will only be authorised in exceptional cases on the special 
authority of the County Medical Officer. 

Requests should preferably be made in writing by doctors concerned (or by letter enclosing 
a medical certificate) to the County Medical Officer, the County Hall, Kingston-upon-Thames. 


At least three days’ notice of such cases should be given wherever possible. 


C RULES 


It will greatly assist the efficiency of the Ambulance and Car Services if *‘ last minute ’ 
requests are reduced to an absolute minimum. Wherever possible, at least 24 hours’ notice 
should be given with each request. 


After a request has been made it is most important to notify the Station concerned im- 
mediately if it is subsequently found that the patient is unable to travel, if the time or date of 
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appointments has changed, if the address at which transport is required is changed, or if there 
are any changes affecting transport arrangements already notified. 


Attention is also directed to the following rules :— 


One relative or friend may accompany a patient in an ambulance. One relative or friend may accompany 
a patient in a car, only if desirable on medical grounds. The Ambulance and Car Services are not responsible for 
the return of these passengers, but they may be returned in the ambulance or car, if the return journey will not 
interfere with other essential work and does not incur additional mileage. 


It is necessary to limit the amount of luggage carried, and normally not more than one medium sized suitcase 
per patient is allowed. 


Animals will not be taken in ambulances or cars. 


Meals and/or refreshments for patients on long journeys, or during waiting time in hospitals etc., are not the 
responsibility of the Ambulance or Car Services. 


Ambulance and Hospital Car Service personnel do not expect gratuities and money must never be offered to 
any driver or attendant. 


D LIST OF AMBULANCE STATIONS

- but in view of the development programme designed to provide more suitable premises, changes 
will eventually occur. If any difficulty is experienced in contacting Ambulance Stations, the 
telephone authorities will assist.

BLIND WELFARE 


The Surrey-County Council provides for the welfare of blind persons ordinarily resident 
within the Administrative County. The scheme is administered by the County Welfare Com- 
mittee through the County Health Department. 


1 REGISTRATION OF BLINDNESS 


A Register is kept of all persons who fall within the definition of blindness as given in the 
Appendix to the Ministry of Health Circular 1353, namely, ‘‘ so blind as to be unable to perform 
any work for which eyesight is essential ’’ (this disability refers to any. work and not to his or 
her own occupation and it must be distinct from any other disability of mind or body). Every 
person who applies for admission to the Register is medically examined by a medical practitioner 
with special experience in Ophthalmology and, if found to be technically blind, his name is 
included on the Register. Medical practitioners wishing to have a patient examined with a 
view to his name being entered on the Blind Register should refer the case to the County Medical 
Officer, County Hall, Kingston-upon-Thames. 


To registered blind persons the following services are provided :— 


2. EDUCATION 
(A) CHILDREN 


Children under two who are blind or who have defective sight, are dealt with by the Health 
Visitors and by the Home Teachers of the Blind. Arrangements are made—where the parents 
are willing—for blind children to be sent to one of the Sunshine Homes maintained by the 
National Institute for the Blind, where the child can get expert attention and training: which 
is not available at his home. Blind children who are also mentally defective are accommodated 
at one of the special residential homes or schools for such cases. 


Blind or partially sighted children are classified as ‘* handicapped pupils ’’ under the Educa- 
tion Act, 1944, and the County Council is responsible for educating such children over the 
age of two years. The County Ophthalmic Surgeon examines suspected children to ascertain 
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if they fall within the categories ‘‘ blind ’’ or ‘‘ partially sighted ’’ and such children are 
periodically re-examined and the appropriate medical treatment arranged. 


The Surrey Education Committee has no residential special schools of their own for blind 
children but arrangements are made for such children to be accommodated at schools main- 
tained for this purpose either by other Local Authorities or by Voluntary Agencies. 


The Surrey Education Committee is responsible also for the further education or training of 
blind children up to 21 years, and for persons over 21 who wish to train as pianoforte tuners. 


(B) ADULTS 


The Ministry of Labour is responsible for the training of blind persons over 21 years, except 
those wishing to train in pianoforte tuning. The blind person must apply to the Rehabilitation 
Officer at his nearest Ministry of Labour and National Service office for registration under the 
Disabled Persons’ Employment Act, 1944. If the application is approved by the Minister, 
arrangements will be made for the blind person to enter a training establishment and to receive 
an allowance for himself and his dependants during the training period. 


Persons who have undergone training are then admitted for work in a ‘‘ sheltered ’’ work- 
shop where trades such as mat and brush making, basket work, mattress making, knitting, 
' weaving and the manufacture of knitting pins are carried out. Persons so engaged have their 
earnings supplemented by the County Council which also pays a capitation fee in respect of 
each worker. 


3. HOME WORKERS 


Blind persons who, having undergone training, cannot, for domestic or geographical reasons, 
travel to a workshop, may be admitted to the Home Workers Scheme which is supervised by the 
Home Industries Department of the National Institute for the Blind to whom the County Council 
pays a capitation fee in respect of every worker in addition to paying augmentation to the 
worker. 


Certain masseurs and masseuses practising in their own homes are admitted to the Home 
Workers Scheme but those employed at Hospitals do not qualify for augmentation ; they are 
regarded as ** independent ’’ workers, as are blind telephonists, shorthand-typists, solicitors and 
clergymen and others engaged in a professional capacity. 


4. BOOKS FOR THE BLIND 


Blind readers of embossed literature, Braille and Moon Type, are supplied by the National 
Library for the Blind. The County Council pays a capitation fee to the Library for this service. 


9 HOMES FOR THE BLIND 


The County Council does not maintain any Homes for the Blind but hires accommodation | 
in Homes provided by Voluntary Societies, paying the cost of maintenance, a clothing allowance 
and providing pocket money. The blind person is assessed according to his means. 


6. HOSTELS 


The Surrey Voluntary Association for the Blind has established a Hostel at East Molesey 
where able bodied blind persons are accommodated in bed-sitting rooms. A resident house- 
keeper supplies a mid-day meal to persons wishing to avail themselves of this service. 


7. NECESSITOUS BLIND 


The duty of providing financial assistance to unemployable and necessitous blind persons 
rests with the National Assistance Board who have recognised the special needs of blind persons 
by allowing a ‘‘ disability ’’ payment. 
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8. HOME TEACHERS OF THE BLIND 


There are ten Home Teachers on the staff of the County Council. Al! hold the Certificate 
of the College of Teachers of the blind and they visit the blind in their homes and teach 
either in the homes or at a Centre ; the instruction includes reading and writing embossed 
type, various handicrafts, and (for the deaf/blind), the manual alphabet. They assist the blind 
generally by reading aloud, writing letters, applying for home helps, accommodation, etc., and 
help the newly blind person to adapt himself to the handicap of blindness. There are at present 
six handicraft centres in the County and three more are shortly to be established. 


9% SURREY VOLUNTARY ASSOCIATION FOR THE: BLIND 


Much of the work in connection with blind welfare is carried out by the Surrey Voluntary 
Association for the Blind, which works in close co-operation with the County Council. This 
co-operation is greatly assisted by the fact that the officers of the Association are members of 
the staff of the County Council. 


10. THE PARTIALEY. stoi rtip 


The Council has extended the Blind Welfare Service to partially-sighted persons ordinarily 
resident in the area of the Council, and such services may be provided in relation to any other 
ee persons who are defined as— 

‘ persons who are substantially and permanently handicapped by congenitally defective 
vision or in whose case illness or injury has caused defective vision of a substantial and 
permanently handicapping character.’ 

The Council has established and maintains in the form prescribed by the Ministry of Health, 
a register known as the Obseryation Register, in which partially-sighted persons are registered 
and classified. 


SCHOOL HEALTH SERVICE 


Since the Ist April, 1945, when the Education Act, 1944, came into operation, the County 
Council has been responsible for the School Health Service throughout the Administrative 
County. The scheme of administration made under this Act, set up nine Divisional Executives 
in the County, each carrying out duties pertaining to the School Health Service. 


1. Medical and Dental Inspection and Treatment of School Children 


(A) MEDICAL INSPECTION 
Under the Handicapped Pupils and School Health Service Regulations, 1945, the arrange- 
ments as regards medical inspection of pupils are that :— 
(i) Every pupil who is admitted for the first time to a maintained school shall be inspected 
as soon as possible after the date of his admission ; 
(ii) Every pupil attending a maintained Primary school shall be inspected during the last 
; year of his attendance at such a school ; 
(iii) Every pupil attending a maintained Secondary school shall be inspected during the last 
year of his attendance at such a school ; and 


(iv) Every pupil attending a maintained School or County College shall be inspected on 
such other occasions as the Minister may from time to time direct, or the authority, 
with the approval of the Ministry, may determine. 


In addition to carrying out the requirements of the first three of the above Regulations, 
routine medical inspection of the children in Surrey schools is carried out, with the Minister’s 
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approval, during the year in which the age of eight is reached. Pupils admitted to Secondary 
Grammar schools are also examined on entry and at 13 years, whilst pupils at Junior Technical, 
Day Commercial and Art Schools are examined on entry and during the last year of attendance.

Independent Schools.—In accordance with Sec. 78 (2) of the Education Act, 1944, certain 
facilities are available to independent schools for the medical inspection and treatment of 
children attending such schools on application being made by the principal and the school 
itself being considered to be efficient. 


(B) MEDICAL TREATMENT 


The treatment of minor ailments, eye and dental defects is provided at the Clinics shown in 
Appendix ‘‘ B,’’ page 45. Attendance of children at the eye and dental clinics is normally by 
appointment. Most other forms of medical treatment are provided by the private doctor or 
hospital through the facilities of the National Health Service. 


(C) DENTAL INSPECTION AND TREATMENT OF SCHOOL CHILDREN 


Chiidren in schools provided or maintained by the County Council are examined periodically 
by the county dental surgeons and, subject to the parents giving consent, treatment is provided 
where necessary. 


(D) FOLLOWING UP 


The Health Visitor keeps in touch with all cases recommended for treatment at school 
medical or dental inspections and when advice or treatment recommended by the Assistant 
Medical Officer or Dental Surgeon has not been followed or sought, she interviews the parents, 
advises them how to proceed and endeavours to persuade them to obtain treatment. 


(E) CLEANLINESS 


Systematic inspection of the person and clothing of the children is carried out by the Health 
Visitors at the beginning of each term, and subsequent visits are made as required. Dirty or 
verminous children are excluded from the schools, and the parents are instructed as to the 
proper methods of cleansing. 


2. Special Educational Treatment 


Children who fall into one or more of the following categories: i.e. blind, partially sighted, 
deaf, partially deaf, delicate, diabetic, educationally subnormal, epileptic, maladjusted, physically 
handicapped and those with speech defects—require special educational treatment. The 
Divisional Medical Officer will be pleased to arrange to have a child specially examined with a 
view to offering advice on the need for special educational treatment. 
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3. Infectious Diseases in Schools 


The Assistant Medical Officers and Health Visitors investigate all outbreaks of infectious 
diseases in schools, in co-operation with the Medical Officers of Health of the districts. They 
have power to exclude from school any child found to be suffering from an infectious disease, 
any suspicious cases and contacts of infected children. 


No child who has suffered from an infectious disease is allowed to return to school until 
the full period of exclusion appropriate to the disease has elapsed. The periods of exclusion 
recommended for patients and for contacts are given in Appendix *‘ K,’’ page 69. 


Children who have been suffering from a contagious disease are not allowed to return to 
school without a medical certificate stating that this may be done without danger of conveying 
infection. 


4. Immunisation Against Diphtheria 


Similar facilities as those described on page 13 are available for the immunisation of school 
children. In addition, special sessions for immunisation are held in the schools themselves. 
Re-inforcing doses are offered at appropriate intervals during the child’s school life. 


THE FOOD AND DRUGS ACTS 


The Food and Drugs Acts, together with their associated Regulations and Orders, provide, 
inter alia, for the protection of the purchasing public against adulteration or misdescription 
of food or drugs. It is the duty of the County Council to enforce these provisions in those 
areas for which it is the Food and Drugs Authority and this is carried out largely by the sampling 
of food and drugs for analysts by the Public Analyst, in order to ascertain whether adulteration 
or misdescription has taken place. 


The County Council is the Authority for enforcing the Food and Drugs Act in the following 
areas :—

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A private purchaser of an adulterated food or drug or of unsound food is entitled to institute 
proceedings under the Food and Drugs Acts against the seller, manufacturer, or other person 
responsible for the commission of the offence. A purchaser who contemplates such action 
may submit a sample and will be entitled to receive as soon as practicable a certificate specifying 
the result of the analysis. The Public Analyst is entitled to demand in advance a fee, not exceed- 
ing one guinea, in payment for the analysis. The statutes relating to the sale of food and drugs 
dealing as they do with offences which must, in many cases, necessarily be proved by scientific 
evidence, are also complicated by an abundance of case law. For these reasons it would be 


extremely difficult for a private purchaser to conduct successfully proceedings without the 
assistance of a qualified legal adviser. 


In view of the complexity and expense of taking direct legal action against alleged offenders, 
few private purchasers institute proceedings and they normally lodge a complaint with the 
appropriate authority. 


In general, food or drugs may be regarded as adulterated if an inferior article is substituted 
for the article demanded, as for example when margarine is sold as butter, or if the proportions 
of the ingredients appear to be irregular (e.g. milk deficient in fat), or if some substance is added 
to increase the bulk (e.g. water added to milk). Food can be regarded as being unsound if it 


_ has become unfit for human consumption by natural decomposition, contamination, or similar 
causes. | 


It is extremely difficult in many cases for the public to differentiate between ‘‘ adulterated ”’ 
and ** unsound ’’ food, but for convenience it is suggested that complaints regarding adulterated 
or unsound food should be made in the first instance to the Public Health Department of the 
Borough or District Council in whose area the purchase was made. 


PUBLIC HEALTH LABORATORY SERVICE 


The Public Health Laboratory Service (directed by the Medical Research Council for the 
Ministry of Health) is a national laboratory service for England and Wales, designed to assist 
the medical officer of health, the practitioner and others concerned in the diagnosis, prevention, 
and control of communicable diseases. (Examination of specimens for venereal disease will 
normally be undertaken by hospital laboratories.) The Service is free, and the benefits are not 
limited by any Health Authority, Hospital Region or other administrative boundary. 


SCOPE OF THE SERVICE 


The staff of a public health laboratory can assist and co-operate with practitioners and 
medical officers of health in the diagnosis and control of communicable diseases in several ways. ~ 


(1) The laboratory undertakes the examination of suitable specimens, e.g. throat and nose 
swabs, sputum, faeces, blood and other material, required for the diagnosis of a case or a sus- 
pected carrier of any infectious disease amenable to investigation in the laboratory. When 
practitioners submit a specimen for examination they should give all the relevant information 
about the patient’s illness, e.g. if the specimen comes from a healthy contact or from suspected 
case. The laboratory should aiso be told whether the patient has had treatment with sul- 
phonamide, penicillin or other chemotherapeutic substance, since the growth of an organism 
may be inhibited by the drug in the specimen, necessitating special methods of examination 
if an erroneous negative result is to be avoided. Whenever possible the specimen for laboratory 
examination should be taken before chemotherapy is begun. A positive, and, when desirable, 
a negative result will be telephoned to the practitioner without delay. 


(2) The laboratory undertakes for public health authorities the bacteriological examination 
of drinking and swimming bath water and of milk, ice-cream and other foodstuffs as distributed 
to the public. 
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(3) The laboratory staff is available and always prepared to participate actively in the in- 
vestigation of outbreaks of infectious disease in the area which it serves. The Service with the 
help of its reference laboratories also co-operates on a national scale with the Ministry of Health 
and medical officers of health in epidemiological investigations of enteric fever, bacterial food 
poisoning, streptococcal and staphylococcal infections, influenza, smallpox and other epidemic 
diseases. j 


(4) The laboratory service will be most helpful and reliable when there is a close co-operation 
between clinician and/or medical officer of health and the laboratory staff. Thus the prac- 
titioner or medical officer of health should advise the laboratory beforehand if he wishes to 
submit a very large number of specimens or a specimen for which an unusual examination is 
required. Specimens should reach the laboratory as soon as possible after being taken. Trans- 
mission of specimens by post should, whenever possible, be avoided.* Practitioners and the 
medical staff of public health departments are invited to visit the laboratory for personal con- - 
sultation, or problems may be discussed with the laboratory staff by telephone. | 


(5) The Public Health Laboratory Service distributes certain prophylactic reagents, e.g. 
diphtheria prophylactic, vaccine lymph, typhus and rabies vaccine, botulinum antiserum, and 
gamma globulin or adult serum for measles prophylaxis. Emergency supplies of anthrax anti- 
serum and of snake antivenin for therapeutic use are also held by some laboratories. 


The Public Health Laboratory established at West Hill House, West Hill, Epsom, under 
the charge of Dr. D. M. Stones (Telephone Epsom 2474) will normally be consulted by Surrey 
Doctors, where the prophylactics italicised above are held. The rest are available at the | 
Central Public Health Laboratory, Colindale Avenue, London, N.W.9 (Telephone COLindale 
6041 and 4081). 


With regard to the collection of material from patients suspected of suffering from a virus 
disease, it is desirable to get in touch with the Director of the Central Public Health Laboratory 
at Colindale by telephone (Colindale 6041 and 4081) and speak directly to the Virus Depart- 
ment, so that the Department can advise specifically on the particular problem. 





* Each laboratory makes its own local arrangements for collection of specimens and the supply of fresh outfits, usually in conjunction 
with the public health department. 
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Hospital and Specialist Services 


The Hospital and Specialist Services under Part II of the National Health Service Act in 
the Administrative County of Surrey are administered by the South West Metropolitan Regional | 
Hospital Board, lla, Portland Place, London, W.1, Telephone : MUSeum 3380, to which address 
should be forwarded any enquiry relating to these services. Hospitals, Institutions, Clinics 
and Dispensaries have been grouped together in a manner suitable for efficient management 
and for each of these groups a Hospital Management Committee has been appointed. The 
main function of each Hospital Management Committee is the day-to-day administration of 
the hospitals, etc., in its group on behalf of the Regional Hospital Board within the general 
framework of policy laid down by the Board. Fifty-three Hospital Management Committees 
have been set up for the South West Metropolitan Hospital Region of which twenty-five are 
in the Administrative County of Surrey ; particulars of these, and of the hospitals, etc., under 
their administration, are set out in Appendix ‘* L ’’ on page 70. 


I. ADMISSION OF PATIENTS TO. HOSPITAL 


(A) CENTRAL BED BUREAU AND BRANCH BED BUREAUX 


It is the intention of the Metropolitan Regional Hospital Boards that, with the change in 
hospital ownership which took place on the appointed day, there shall be the least possible 
disturbance of the present methods of admission of patients to hospital. The shortage of 
staffed hospital beds makes it essential that there shall be a channel through which hospital 
admissions can be arranged when practitioners have failed by direct application to secure ad- 
mission to the hospital of their first choice. The Boards have accordingly made arrangements 
with King Edward’s Hospital Fund for the expansion of the Emergency Bed Service to enable 
it to act on behalf of the Boards to deal with applications for admission. A medical officer 
of the Boards is available at the London Office of the Bed Service. 

Branch Offices have, with the approval of the four Metropolitan Regional Hospital Boards, 
been established to deal with the outer part of Greater London, and will accept cases from 
general practitioners and hospitals in their area from 8.30 a.m. until 9 p.m. daily (including 
Sundays). They are closely linked with other branches and with the Central Office at Old 
Jewry. During the night a full service for the whole of Greater London will be available at 
the Central Office.

PROCEDURE 
The following information gives the general lines on which the system works — 


(A) GENERAL 


It is the intention that as far as possible admissions to hospitals should be arranged direct 
between the doctor and the hospital. When the services of the Emergency Bed Service are 
used patients will not be sent to any hospital until the Emergency Bed Service has confirmed 
that there is a vacancy and that the patient can be admitted, in which case transport will be 
arranged by the Service. . 


(By) ACUTE SICK 


Doctors may apply for admission direct to the hospital of their choice or through the Bed 
Service. 


(C) NON-URGENT CASES 


Hospitals will maintain waiting lists for non-urgent cases as at present, and will notify 
patients direct when a bed is available. 


(D) CHRONIC SICK 


There is at present a greater demand for this type of bed than can be met by the existing 
facilities and it is therefore necessary for rigid selection to be exercised as regards admission. 
Where the case is one of urgency the practitioner will apply to the nearest general hospital, and, 
in the event of a bed being unavailable, at the moment, the patient’s name will be placed on 
the waiting list, being given medical or social priority as the case may be. If the predominant 
need for admission is on social grounds, the appropriate Medical Officer of Health will in- 
vestigate the home conditions at the request of the hospital. 


(E) INFECTIOUS DISEASES 


Doctors in the County of Surrey should apply direct for cases to be admitted to their local 
fever hospital, or in the event of failure to obtain a bed, apply to the Local Medical Officer of 
Health or to the Bed Service. 


It is not the intention that uncomplicated cases of measles, chickenpox, scarlet fever, german 
measles or mumps shall be admitted to infectious diseases hospitals unless the Medical Officer 
of Health for the area supports such admissions. Applications should, therefore, be made 
through the Medical Officer of Health of the County District. 


Smallpox.—The diagnosis of the first case of smallpox in an area will normally be con- 
firmed by a consultant called in by the District Medical Officer of Health. Arrangements 
have been made for smallpox cases to be admitted to Joyce Green Hospital using special 
L.C.C. ambulance transport. 
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Typhus.—A case of typhus will also normally be seen by a consultant before admission to 
hospital. A special typhus unit has been prepared at the North Eastern Hospital and transport 
will be arranged through the L.C.C. 


(F) MATERNITY 


Maternity patients will normally be admitted on medical or social grounds. In the case 
of the former, admission will be arranged between the practitioner and the hospital concerned ; 
in the latter a statement of social conditions will be required from an officer of the Local Health 
Authority (i.e. in Surrey, the County Council). In cases of obstetrical emergency applications 
can be made direct to hospital or to the Bed Service. 


(G) PSYCHIATRIC CASES 


-A list of psychiatric out-patient Departments is given in Appendix ‘‘ I,’’ page 66. Doctors 
will normally make an appointment for the patient to be seen at the hospital where the out- 
patient session is held. In acute cases where urgent action is required, and provided the patient 
is willing to enter hospital as a voluntary patient, arrangements may be made direct with the 
_ mental hospital concerned. This course is particularly appropriate if the patient has been in 
the hospital before. 


When the case is urgent and the patient is unwilling to enter hospital, the duly authorised 


officer for the area must be advised with a view to adopting one or other of the procedures laid 
down on page 19. 


(H) MENTAL DEFECTIVES 


The County Medical Officer should first be approached as outlined on page 21. If the case 
needs institutional care, the County Medical Officer will arrange for the patient to be admitted 
to one of the institutions within the National Health Service which serves the Surrey area. The 
following institutions have been allocated to East and West Surrey respectively :— 


East Surrey.

(I) TUBERCULOSIS 


All recommendations for admission of tuberculous patients will normally come through the 
Chest Physicians. 


Practitioners will refer all cases to the Chest Physicians who will make the appropriate 
recommendation for sanatorium or other treatment. No application for sanatorium treatment 
should be made to the Bed Service except to arrange the admission of emergencies. In case of 
emergency, doctors may, if the Chest Physician for the area is not available, apply for admission 
direct to a General Hospital or through the Bed Service. 


(K) CONVALESCENCE 


Applications for convalescent treatment will normally be made through the Hospital Service. 
In cases of difficulty, or vacancies being required in contractual convalescent homes, application 
should be made direct to the Regional Hospital Board.

2. SPECIALIST SERVICES IN THE HOME 


Approximately 900 consultants and specialists are available in the Region for domiciliary 
consultations, but in order that this service may be utilised to the best effect, patients should 
wherever possible be seen at Hospital. Doctors are specially asked to co-operate by requesting 
domiciliary consultation only in those cases in which the patients’ condition renders it essential ~ 
on medical grounds. 


A recent modification in the Domiciliary Scheme allows, inter alia, for direct contact between 
general practitioners and consultants instead of the former practice of application through 
selected hospitals in each group. Should difficulty arise the local Hospital Management 
Committee will be pleased to advise as to the availability of consultants and specialists for 
domiciliary consultations in their respective areas. 


3. PATHOLOGICAL FACILITIES 


These are arranged usually through the Out-Patient Department of the General Hospital. 
The existing arrangements in the different areas for the bacteriological examination of swabs, 
etc., will continue for the present,

Ee GENERAL OUTLINE “OF. SERVICES AND ADDRESS: OF THE 
EXECUTIVE COUNCIL FOR THE AREA 


Under the National Health Service everyone is entitled to general medical and dental care, 
to receive necessary medicines and appliances, and to have his eyes tested and to be supplied 
with glasses if he needs them. Arrangements for these services are organised through the 
National Health Service Executive Council for the area.

2. FTHE-FAMILY DOCTOR 


Everyone can choose his or her own doctor if the doctor takes part in the scheme and is willing 
to accept the applicant. (A parent or guardian will choose for a child under 16 and a person 
in charge will choose on behalf of anyone who is too ill, physically or mentally, to apply on 
his own behalf.) Lists of doctors participating in the National Health Service may be seen 
at the Local Post Offices and Public Libraries or at the offices of the Ministry of National 
Insurance and the Executive Council. 


3. HOW TO CHOOSE A DOCTOR 


Anyone who is not already on a doctor’s list should get an acceptance form (E.C.1) from 
the doctor whom he chooses (and who accepts him) or from the offices of the Executive Council, 
fill it up and give it to the doctor. If the doctor he chooses will not accept him, he can choose 
another or, if he experiences some difficulty, ask the Executive Council to put him in touch 
with one. The doctor who accepts him will send his acceptance form to the Executive Council 
who will later send him a medical card. When away from home temporarily, treatment can be 
obtained from any doctor who is taking part in the service. Where, in an emergency, a patient 
is unable to secure the services of his own doctor, or the doctor’s deputy, he may call in any 
other doctor who is available and is providing services under the scheme. 


4. TRANSFER OF DOCTOR 


A patient wishing to change his doctor should either get his doctor to give consent by signing 
his medical card or write to the Executive Council enclosing his medical card. In the latter 
case a period of fourteen days must elapse before a change may be effected. 


A patient who has changed his address may register with another doctor without securing 
the consent mentioned above or giving notice to the Council of his desire to transfer. 
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5. DRUGS AND APPLIANCES 


A doctor will give his patients prescriptions for any drugs which in his opinion are necessary 
for their proper treatment, and may also prescribe certain appliances. The prescriptions may 
be taken to any chemist taking part in the scheme and no charge will be made. In some rural 
areas the doctor will dispense medicines. 


6. MATERNITY MEDICAL SERVICES APART FROM THE LOCAL 
HEALTH AUTHORITY SERVICE 


An expectant mother can have the services of a doctor who undertakes maternity work 
(whether he is her own doctor or not) and of a midwife, as well as general care before and after 
confinement. If her own doctor does not undertake maternity work he, or the Welfare Centre, 
will put the expectant mother in touch with another doctor who does. It will be this latter 
doctor’s responsibility, with a midwife, to give all proper care and, if he —— it necessary 
or is called in by the midwife, to be present at the confinement. 


7. DENTAL TREATMENT 


Anyone needing dental treatment may go to any dental practitioner taking part in the Health 
Service. There is a list of dental practitioners taking part in the services at the Post Offices 
and Public Libraries, and at the offices of the Ministry of National Insurance and the Executive 
Council. 


8. SUPPLEMENTARY OPHTHALMIC SERVICES 


A person wishing to make use of this service for the first time should get a recommendation 
from his doctor that his eyes need testing. He may hand this recommendation to any ophthalmic 
medical practitioner or to any ophthalmic optician taking part in the service and ask to have 
his sight tested. A recommendation will not be needed for later tests but the consent of the 
Ophthalmic Services Committee should ORANSSLY be sought to a further sight test within 
twelve months. 


If it is found that glasses are necessary these will be supplied on the authority of the Ophthalmic 
Services Committee of the Executive Council. The authority may be taken to any ophthalmic 
or dispensing optician taking part in the service. 


A list of ophthalmic medical practitioners and of ophthalmic and dispensing opticians may 
be seen at Post Offices and Public Libraries, and at the offices of the Ministry of National 
Insurance and the Executive Council. 


9, PARTICULAR ENQUIRIES 


Further information about these services may be obtained from the Executive Council 
for the County of Surrey at the address given in paragraph 1.

Local Sanitary Services 


There are in the Administrative County of Surrey 33 County Districts, comprising 13 
Municipal Boroughs, 15 Urban Districts, and 5 Rural Districts. A list of these showing the 
acreage and population, together with the name and address of the Medical Officer of Health 
is given in Appendix ‘‘ N ’’ on page 74. The activities of the County District Councils cover 
a wide field and they are responsible to the Ministry of Health for the enforcement of the sanitary 
measures laid down in various enactments. These include the following :— 


I; “GENERAL PUBLIC HEALTH 


Inspection of district for detection and abatement of nuisances or conditions prejudicial to 
health ; provision of sewerage and sewage disposal systems ; provision of scavenging schemes ; 
prevention of pollution of rivers (concurrently with County Council) ; provision of mortuaries, 
cemeteries and crematoria ; cleansing, etc., of verminous persons ; making bye-laws ; registra- 
tion and inspection of common lodging houses ; pest destruction ; offensive trades ; smoke 
abatement. 


2, INFECTIOUS. DISEASES 


General measures connected with the prevention of infectious diseases ; enforcement of 
statutory obligations respecting notification of infectious diseases; arrangements for bac- 
teriological examinations ; disinfection and disinfestation of houses. Special powers in regard 
to the prevention of tuberculosis are given by the Tuberculosis Regulations 1930. 


3. FOOD SUPEEY 


Inspection of foods for human consumption ; seizure of unsound food; inspection of 
premises where food for human consumption is prepared, stored or exposed for sale; in- 
vestigation of cases of food poisoning ; registration licensing and inspection of slaughterhouses 
and knackers’ yards. Sampling foods for adulteration (certain districts only), sampling milk 
and ice-cream for bacteriological examination. 


4. MILK SUPPLY 


Registration of dairies and milk shops; granting of licences to retail Tuberculin Tested 
Milk, Accredited Milk, Pasteurised Milk, and Sterilised Milk. 


5. WATER SUPPLY 


Provision of water supply ; secure that every dwelling-house has a water supply available 
within a reasonable distance. 
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6. HOUSING 


Provision of houses and demolition of unfit houses ; house to house inspections, prevention 
of overcrowding ; require owners to put unsatisfactory houses into habitable condition ; deal 
with unhealthy areas ; power to make advances to purchase dwelling houses. 


7. MISCELLANEOUS 


Registration and inspection of Workshops and workplaces ; to enforce certain requirements 
of Factory and Workshop Acts ; grant licences under Petroleum Acts for storage of petroleum 
and carbide of calctum ; Shop ‘Acts : Rent and Mortgage Intérest Restriction Acts. 


PARISH COUNCILS 


Parish Councils must be established by order of the County Council if the foomiana of the 
parish at the date of the last census exceeded 300. In the case of smaller parishes, a Parish 
Council may be established in certain cases. ne 


Such Councils are ‘‘ local authorities ’’ for the purpose of the Physical Training and Recrea- 
tion Act 1937 and have power to provide gymnasia, playing fields, holiday camps or camping 
sites. Under the Public Health Act, 1936 they may provide baths, wash-houses, swimming 
baths and bathing places, and utilise or provide facilities for obtaining water from any well, 
spring or stream in the parish. Under adoptive acts, parish councils may secure powers to 
provide street lighting and burial grounds. 


PARISH MEETING 

A Parish Meeting exists tah each rural parish and where there is no separate Parish Council, 
the County Council may by order confer on the Parish Meeting any of the ee of a 
Parish Council.
